‘Aid’ Sent to 
Hungary Over 
Opposition 


BUDAPEST (AP) — Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev in- 
dicated Wednesday that he sent 
troops and tanks to put down 
the 1956 revolution in Hungary 
over the opposition of some of 
his Kremlin comrades. 


“At the time of the counter- 
revolution in 1956,” the Soviet 
Premier told a meeting of work- 
ers, “we thought in the Soviet 
Union on how we could help 
Hungary's working 
against the revolution- 
ary forces. 


“Some Soviet comrades ex- 
pressed anxiety that any aid 
would be misconstrued. But we 
said that in time they would 
see we were right and we had 
to help the working class.” 

Khrushchev declared that in 
1956 “the saliva of the imperial- 
ists was running in their 
mouths at the prospects of 
Hungary leaving the socialist 
camp.” 

“They thought that one by 
one they could sever the social- 
ist countries from their united 
base,” he added. 

The Soviet leader took time 
out from Hungary's - enth 
Communist Party Congress to 
address workers at Budapest's 
giant Ganz-Mawag engineering 
and railway factory. 

Khrushchev satd that in 1848 
Czar Nicholas I of Russia never 
hesitated to put down Hungary’s 
revolution then. 

“How could the Soviet Union 
have withheld such help in 1956 
when our troops were stationed 
in this country and the best 
sons of your people were being 
hanged?” Khrushchev added. 

He said the West was not 
ashamed to put down the Greek 
uprising after World War UH. 

“Capitalism never hesitates to 
preserye another capitalist re- 
gime,” he stated.

‘Le Fauve 


Est Lache’

“Le Fauve Est Lache,” a new 
French film opening tomorrow 
at Hibiya theater is an unas- 
suming kind of melodrama, 
solid, vigorous and entertaining, 
as the Paris restaurateur play- 
ed by the ex boxer-turned actor 
Lino Ventura. Ventura rep- 
resents or can play naturally, 
the type of man modern 
wretches want to have around 
-—tough, good-hearted and con- 
vincing. The restaurant owner 
he plays is the typical man-in- 
the-street whose aspiration does 
not go beyond making money 
and living happily with his 
wife and children forever. He 
believes in work catering to 
eating customers. Anything 
more abstract is beyond him 
and none of his concern. 

Paul, the restaurateur, en- 
joys his work and surroundings 
perhaps more than most other 
men because his former life 
Was a little shady and peril- 
ous, His association with 
underground fast money jnakers 
has taught him a lesson and he 
is glad to have gotten out of it. 
Only the police knows his rec- 
ord, and he is a respected ctl. 
zen and man of property now. 

But the complex makeup of 

modern society is such that 
something totally irrelevant 
such as the theft of secret 
ogy of national defense can 

ave a crippling effect on the 
little man’s personal life. The 
police is capable, the film says, 
of anything when it wants 
something, and it wants to cap- 
ture the operator who stole the 
vital documents. Paul, in other 
words, is requested to_ doubie- 
cross his former associates and 
get the papers for the police. 

He refuses angrily but the 
police know how to be coercive 
and persuades him to put on 
a little act for the benefit of an 
underground boss named Ray- 
mond (Paul Frankeur). With 
the ay 4 of the loca] press head- 
liners, he becomes an authentic 


to Raymond's 
protection. 


Now, this Raymond is a typl- 
cal gangster character, cunning 
and deadly where his affection 
is disengaged, but otherwise as 
mile as a dove. How deadly 
can be is demonstrated in 
the manner in which he elimi- 
nates his henchmen when they 
doublecross him, He is nice to 
Paul since he has nothing 
against him, and he has read 
the screaming newspaper head- 
lines designed for him to read 
that morning. 

The film is at its best in this 
sequence of Paul's reunion with 
his former boss at his suburban 
mansion. There is the glitter 
of wealth and peculiar solidarity 
characteristic of social outcasts. 
Being a small empire in itself, 7 
its law is absolute and its ethics 
simple. It is an irony that the 
underground werld whose spe- 
cilaity is antisocial violence 
should seem more human in 
individual relations than our 
poliee-protected society where 
the tyranny of complex organi- 
zation makes one more imper- 
sonal and mechanical. 

In the complications that fol- 
lows in which Paul turns around 
and joins force with his old 
friend, his child is kidnaped, 
and this is the decisive turn in 
the drama. The beast In the 
man comes ont as suggested by 
the film’s title. He is no longer 
going to oblige either the police 
or the gangsters. All he wants 
is his child and his family. He 
is prepared to do anything for 
that. And his energetic strug- 
gie to get what is his, and his 
passionate love of his home 
with a lot of the creature com- 
forts in it is completely convinc- 
ing as well as touching. It is 
also characteristically French 
that one’s sense of euphoria 
should be connected with his 
preoccupation with food and 
eating.

The press said repayment of 
the loan will begin two years 
after signing of the agreement 
and will continue over 18 years 
thereafter. 


The papers said the directors 
are expected to approve the loan 
within two weeks and immedia-

the signing. 

The papers said immediately 
after the loan is concluded 
Egypt will draw from it a re- 
fund of all expenditure so far 
‘made on improvement of the 
canal since its nationalization in 
July 1956. 

The Egytians already have 
widened and deepened the canal 
at certain points. 

The loan will be used for the 
so-called “Nasser Plan” for the 
canal which originally called for 
two-way traffic in the waterway. 

This plan may be modified in 
light of changing estimates of 
the amount to traffic expectable 
through the canal in the next 
few decades but in any case the 
canal will be vastly expanded 
and improved. 

The canal loan is the first 
Egypt has obtained from the 
Worid Bank for a,.major pro- 
ject. 

The Egyptians negotiated 
with the bank for a loan for the 
High Dam in 1955 and 1956. 

The bank had on con- 
dition that the United States 
and Britain provided cash 
grants to aid in the dam con- 
struction. 

The bank loan fell through 
when the United States and Brit- 
ain withdrew their aid offers.

U.S. Makers Ask Higher 
Tariffs on Woolen Goods 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter) — American woolen ‘and 
worsted manufacturers Tuesday 
asked for higher tariffs on im- 
rts of woolen goods into the 
United States. 

Edward Wilkinson, president 
of the National Association of 
Wool Manufacturers, said at 
hearings of the Tariff Commis- 
sion and the Committee for Re- 
ciprocity Information that pres- 
ent US. tariffs were “iInadequ- 
ate.” 

The hearings are in connec 
tion with proposed new tariff 
negotiations with Britain and 
Belgium next year, which were 
arranged after complaints from 
Britain and other exporting 
countries about the U.S. wool 
quota. Tuesday's session was 
the first of a series expected 
to end Dec. 10. 


Wilkinson sa:l1 American in- 
dustry had been subjected to se 
rious injury by imports since’ 
1947. U.S. mills had _ closed 
down, he said, and employment 
was drastically reduced, “Today 
in the American market it is 
the United States industry ver- 
sus the world,” he said.

One group led by the Bank of 
Japa’: maintained that the time 
had arrived to caH certain re- 
strictive monetary signals 
whereas the opposite group rep- 
resented by the Government 
Economic Planning Agency 
maintained that this was no 
time to be issuing warnings 
and putting additional brakes, 
for what were taken as exces- 
sive tending factors were mere- 
ly temporary and would wear 
themselves out soon, including 
the price rise and bottlenecks 
and that the current Treasury 
net payments as well as bank 
loans were reflections of legiti- 
mate business trends. 


This group also pointed to 
the reserve in supply capacity 
together with the persisting 
balance of payments surplus 
which permitted larger imports. 


The stand of the Bank of Ja- 
pan stems from the overtly and 
dominantly “preventative” turn 
in recent monetary policy which 
calls for action at the early 
stage of what appears, or is be- 
lieved, to be the beginnings of 
a major business fluctuation. 
This view necessarily comes in- 
to conflict with the view that 
looks for definite proofs which 
indicate that a business turn 
of some duration is imrfiinent. 
The cleavage comes not only 
from the time gap but also from 
monetary and business pHiloso-} 


y- 

One view may be just as “cor- 
rect” as the other. But there 
is a greater element of risk in- 
volved in the “wait until the 
last moment” view as past ex- 
periences show. 

At any rate proper timing of 
monetary policy and its effects 
are most difficult to ascertain, 
and honest differences of opin- 
ion are admitted. 

Economic and monetary dev- 
elopments that preceded the 
decision are as described below: 

Price Rise. More than tem- 
porary influences account for 
the sharp rise in prices. Since 
the October bottom of last year, 
wholesale prices have upped 5.2 
per cent of which 3.3 per cent 
was during the three months 
from August. And the domes- 
tic-overseas price gap is going 
against Japan steadily. 

Terms of Trade. Import 
Funds Allocated 
For Straw Plait 

The Government has allocated 
$130,000 in its foreign currency 
budget for the importation of 
straw plait during the latter 
half (October-March) of this 
fiscal year, the International 
Trade and Industry Ministry 
announced Tuesday. 

Straw plait used to be import- 
ed from Communist China via 
Hongkong under a barter trade 
formula. It has newly been 
added to the list of fund alloca- 
tion items of import since 
Japan's barter importation of 
Communist Chinese products via 
Hongkong was suspended re- 
cently. 


Baltic Exchange 


LONDON (UPI)—Tuesday, East- 
ern markets were generally un- 
changed, and apart from another 
booking by the Baltic Exchange 
chartering committee for wheat 
from the North Pacific to India at 
77/6, the area was without feature. 
"The higher rate paid for Decem- 
ber and January wheat cargoes 
from the Pacific to India are the 
cause of this lack of business be- 
cause ownersqmow feel that they 
are in a good bargaining position, 
and higher rates in other Eastern 
areas are generally anticipated.

According to the Japan Cotton 
Spinners Association, most of 
the cotton imported from the 
UAR contains large amounts of 
coal tar powder. 

Japan imports between 60,000- 
80,000 bales of Egyptian cotton 
per year. Since the cotton is 
used to spin high-grade finished 
goods, textile makers are deter- 
mined to switch their imports 
to the Sudan if UAR exporters 
do not take remedial measures. 


The protest agdinst the inferi- 
or cotton will be sent to the 
UAR Government since similar 
protests lodged with raw cotton 
exporters have been ignored. 


MITI to Sponsor 
A-Reactor Display 


The International Trade and 
Industry Ministry is scheduled 
to sponsor a public display of 
British Calder Hali-type atomic 
reactor at Shichoson Hall in To- 
kyo today. 

According to the MITI, the 
power generation cost of the 
British reactor is computed on 
the basis of the total construc- 
tion expenditure of 34,000 
million. It said power output 
cost would be almost identical 
as that of the existing thermal 
power plants. 


If the generation capacity of 
the atomic reactor is set at 166,- 
000 kilowatts and its durable 
years at 20, as is stated in an 
application for permission to 
run an electric enterprise sub- 
mitted by the Japan Atomic 
Power Generation Company to 
MITI, the production cost will 
be ¥4.99 in its initial fiscal year 
of 1964, ¥3.60 for the last year 
and average ¥4.07 for the 20 in- 
tervening years. ° 


Against this cost, the genera- 
tion cost of the 2,500,000-kilo- 
watt Shihagawa Thermal Plant 
of the Tokyo Electric Power Co., 
will be ¥4.36 for the initial year 
and ¥3.80 for the last year, 
avefaging ¥4.065 for the inter- 
vening years, 


Work on the projected atomic 
power plant will be started 
next spring. It will begin func- 
tioning from July 1964. 


An official permit for the Ja- 
ban Atomic Power Generation 
pany to run a power enter- 
prise will be forthcoming be- 
tween Dec. 15 and 20.

The tour is thus seen to be a comprehensive one, and 
of a kind that no President of the Uni States has 
ever attempted before. The fact that President Eisenhower 
can contemplate-such a schedule not only bears witness 
to the swiftness and reliability of modern air travel, but 
to the President's own energy and determination in the 
service of harmonious international relations. 


It is a matter for congratulation that the President’s 
courageous venture has the support of practically all 


sections of the American public, as well as the sympathetic - 


interest of les everywhere. While there may be some 

_ countries a regret is felt that the President will not 
be visiting them, we think that there must be a general 
consensus of opinion that his schedule has been well 
chosen and that he is undertaking as much as is possible 
to any man in the time available. 

A good deal is hoped for, both in the United States 
and other countries, from the President’s tour, and 
especially is it desired that he may secure a greater unity 
of purpose among the free nations in view of the probable 
convening of a summit conference in the early part of 
next. year. Some of the countries the President is to 
visit are not, of course, directly concerned with the 
summit conference; nevertheless they will be vitally af- 
fected by any decisions that may be taken there. An 
outstanding lesson of the present international situation 
is that no country can live to itself but that all are bound 
up with what goes on elsewhere. | 

President Eisenhower has already indicated that while 
he does not intend to enter into any negotiations with 
heads of other governments he does expect to outline 
the objectives and purposes of the United States in the 
present world situation. Taking the large view of his 
tour, we think we are right in believing that it is intended 
to cement, inte a framework of progress, various aspira- 
tions for a better life among the nations that reject the 
deceitful overtures of communism. 


We attach special importance to the visit to India, 
where Prime Minister Nehru’s Government, after years 
of attempted neutrality in international disputes, is now 
under pressure from the Chinese Communists. The very 
presence of the American President m ‘New Delhi should 
help to enhance Mr. Nehru’s prestige, and also to convince 
Indians that the United States is deeply interested in 
their welfare. 

President Eisenhower is also to visit Pakistan and 
Afghanistan. If he can do anything to help improve the 
relations between Pakistan and India it will be a valuable 
achievement, and his visit to Afghanistan may help the 
Afghans to resist the .Russian economic encroachments 
on their country which are widely feared to presage 
moves to rope them into the Communist bloc. 

The American President's tour is not to be regarded 
as a threat to the Communist bloc although: it should 
strengthen the sense of American leadership in the Free 
World—a leadership which is, designed to safeguard 


‘human liberties and at the same time promote greater 


economic well-being. These objectives of American - policy 
ought to be well understood everywhere by now, but 
there may still be some cases where it is not sufficiently 
realized that the acceptance of material aid and good 
advice imposes responsibilities on the part of the receiver's. 
One of these responsibilities is the relaxation of tensions 
among neighbors and the taking of that broad view of 
international affairs which the new era demands. 

Although there remain some dark spots on the inter- 
national horizon, and the “cold war” has by no means 
come to an end as yet, we believe that there has been 
some relaxation of tension, as, indeed, Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev, if his speech in Budapest on .Tuesday, ad- 
mitted. Unfortunately, some of Mr. Khrushchev’s other 
remarks on the same occasion were not so reassuring. 
He made it clear that he would not abandon the puppet 
Communist regime set up in East Germany and said that 
if unable to sign a treaty with Western Germany with 
the allies, Soviet Rusa@ia would be obliged to sign a 
unilateral treaty with the “German Democratic Republic.” 
It also appears that he has not changed his fundamental 
position on West Berlin. ‘ 


_ It is in Europe, then, that the immediate difficulties 
are greatest and President Eisenhower will need to dis- 
cover all the most recent ramifications of the problems 

Both he and British Prime Minister Macmillan 
are most anxious to straighten out the European situation, 
preparatory to the improvement of conditions in regions 
further afield, in Africa and Asia. 

The American President may be confidently expected 
to return to Washington with a clear view of what is 
possible in a program for greater international harmony.

French Firmly Believe Possession Will Serve to Balance Power

WASHINGTON — There has 
been a hot backstage wire-pul- 
ling ‘contest to keep another 
cancer-causing ingredient from 
being banned for farm use. 
One of the biggest industries 
in the nation, represented by 
the American Feed Manufactur- 
ers Associations, has lined up 
on one side. Against it are the 
doctors of the National Cancer 
Institute. In the middle is Sec- 
retary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare Arthur Flem- 
ming. 


At issue is a feeding additive ground 


called diethylstilbestrol which 
is used in the feeding of about 
85 per cent of the beef cattle 
of the nation. Developed by 
lowa State University and mar- 
keted exclusively by Eli Lilly 
& Co., it has veen found by 
the National Cancer Institute 
to produce cancer in mice, 
rats, rabbits and guinea pigs. 


The institute came up with 
some evidence that stilbestrol, 
as it’s known in the trade, gen- 
erates a residue in turkeys, 
chickens and live stock which 
might induce cancer in people, 
especially women. lIowa State 
University has been warned of 
this fact. The Food and Drug 
agministration has also sent out 
warnings to feed producers 
regarding the effect on ani- 
mals. But, unlike cranberries, 
no action has been taken. 


The medical profession gen- 
erally is at sixes and sevens 
as to whether stilbestrol can 
induce cancer in humans and 
some doctors do not agree with 
the findings of the National 
Cancer Institute. However, the

institute Jaboratory tests are 

categorical that stilbestrol does 

cause cancer in animals, and 

some of its doctors feel that it 

is potentially more dangerous 

than contaminated cranberries.

The public doesn’t know it, 
but the battle over food ad- 
ditives and cancer-suspected 
chemicals has been so cutthroat 
that four doctors and scientists 
lost their jobs when they took 
firm stands against certain com- 
panies and institutions interest- 
ed in the continued use of 
these additives and chemicals. 


This is part of the real back- 
of the cranberry dis- 
pute. It’s been brewing for a 
long time, and only came to a 
head when the Food and Drug 
Administration was given pow- 
er by a recent act of Congress 
to crack down on farmers, cos- 
metic companies, food and 
chemical companies tmmediate- 
ly, without protracted hearings 
in the courts, 

The cancer firings of doctors 
was spelled out in testimony 
before the House interstate 
commerce committee when it 
tightened the food and drug act 
last year. The doctors who 
got fired were: 

Dr. William E. Smith, drop- 
ped from New York University 
when he persisted in warning 
of cancer hazards in industry. 

Dr. William C. Hueper, drap- 
ped by Du Pont when he pub- 
lished a paper showing that 
béta-naphthylamine (used for 
dyes) produced cancer in dogs. 

Dr. Arthur Vorwald, dropped 
as director of the Saranac Lab- 
oratory when he reported that 
lung canger could induced 
by a chemic&l dust of indus- 
trial importance. 

Dr. Robert Collier Page, who 
was eased out as medical di- 
rector of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey when he campaigned for

' The following questions were 
submitted by Sophy N. Morgin,

1. How many years’ resi- 
dence is required for a foreign- 
er to obtain Japanese citizen- 
ship? What are the other 
conditions? 


Long time residence in Japan 
does not in itself qualify a for- 
eigner for naturalization. To 
be eligible, a foreigner must 
meet the qualifications set forth 
in the Nationality Law. 

These conditions are: 

(1) The applicant must be 
independent, morally upright 
and “have lived in Japan for 
five consecutive years. (Illegal 
entrants without residence per- 
mits will not be considered.) 

2) The applicant must be 
stateless or drop his former na- 
tionality or citizenship on ac- 
quiring Japanese nationality. 

(This provision was made be- 
cause some countries treat per- 
sons who acquired the national- 
fty of another nation as a citi- 
zen of its own country.) . 

Persons who meet the above 
requirements will be given a 
simple test in oral and written 
Japanese on aprlication to the 
naturalization officer of the 
Justice Ministry's Yationality 
Section or the Census Registra- 
tion Section of the nearest office 
of the Justice Ministry. 

If the results of the Japanese 
tests are satisfactory, the applli- 


cant will be placed under 
screening for six to eight 
months. And if no derogatory 


data is uncovered during this 
period, the applicant will. be 
given Ja nese nationality. 

Up to now, about 70 per cent 
of the applicants have passed 
the above-mentioned screening. 

A foreigner who has made 
some significant contribution to 
Japan may also acquire Japa- 
nese nationality with the ap- 
proval of the Diet. The tests 
and screening will be waived in 
such cases. 

2. Does a foreign woman be- 
come Japanese automatically 
when she marries a Japanese 
man? if not, what is the pro 
eedure? 


Foreign wives of Japanese, 
men may apply for naturaliza- 
tion after living in Japan for 
one year. She will be required 
to go through the same process 
as other -2pplicants and meet 
the same requirements except 
for the ruling o. independence 
status. This is because a wife 
is normally supported by her 
husband. 

3. If a Japanese woman mar- 
ries a foreigner abroad, and 
does not acquire his nationality 
and is divorced according to for- 
eign law, is that divorce recog:
